OPEN GENERAL LICENCE NO. 1/82 

New Delhi, the 5th April. 1982 

S.O. 239(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by 
Section 3 of the Imports & Exports (Control) Act, 1947 
(18 of 1947), the Central Government hereby gives general 
permission to import Into India from any country, except 
the Union of South Africa/South West Africa, raw mate¬ 
rials, components and consumables by Actual Users (Indus¬ 
trial), subject to the following conditions :— 

(1) The items to be imported are not covered iby Ap¬ 
pendices 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9 and 15 of tho Import 
and Export Policy, 1982-83 (Vol. t); 

(2) Instruments shall not be allowed to be imported 
under this Licence; 

(3) The raw materials, components and consumables 

are required by the Actual User (Industrial) con¬ 
cerned for his own use, i.e. subject to the “Actual 
User" condition; 

(4) The Actual User shall maintain proper account of 
consumption and utilisation of the goods imported 
under this Licence in the form and manner laid 
down, and produce such account to the licensing 
authority, or any other Government authority 
within such time as may ibe specified by it;

(5) Actual User (Industrial), at the time of clearance 
of the goods, shall furnish to tho customs, autho¬ 
rities a declaration giving particulars of their Indus¬ 
trial licence/registration as Actual User with tho 
concerned authority, namely, the Number and Date 
of the Industrial Licence/Registration and the 
end-product(s) of manufacture, and affirming that 
(i) such licence/registration has not been cancell¬ 
ed or withdrawn or otherwise made in-operative 
and (ii) the Items Imported under this Licence 
are strictly in accordance with the terms and con¬ 
ditions of their industrial Lteence/Reglstration with 
the sponsoring authority concerned as an indus¬ 
trial unit and; their approved phased manufactur¬ 
ing programme. In case, no phased manufactur¬ 
ing programme has been approved for them, they 
should say so in the declaration. In cases, where 
separate registration number has not been allotted 
by the sponsoring abthority concerned, the Im¬ 
porter shall produce other evidence to the satis¬ 
faction of the customs authorities that he is licens¬ 
ed registered as industrial unit and eligible to the 
import made. Actual User (Industrial) shall also 
furnish at the time of clearance of goods a certified 
copy of phased manufacturing programme, if any, 
approved for them by the sponsoring authority or 
other concerned authority; 

(6) Actual User (Industrial) having provisional regis¬ 

tration with the sponsoring authority will also bo 
eligible to import raw materials, components and 
consumables under this Licence; 

(7) Actual Users (Industrial) having registration certi¬ 
ficate issued by the sponsoring authority specifical¬ 
ly marked “proposed” will also be eligible to im¬ 
port raw materials, components and consumables 
under this Licence, but in their case, the import 
will be allowed only to the State Industrial Develop¬ 
ment Corporation or State Financial Corporation 
ou behalf of the Actual User, on production of 
evidence, at the time of clearance, that the Actual 
Usgr concerned has furnished a bond with a bank 
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guarantee for a value equal to 25 per cent of the 
c.i.f. value of the goods Imported, to the effect that 
the Actual User shall furnish to the licensing autho¬ 
rity concerned a certificate of the sponsoring 
authority in support of the Unit having gone into 
production;

(5) Goods supplied free of charge by foreign suppliers 
or imparted against an insurance (marine) or marine- 
cum-croction insurance claim settled by an Insurance 
Company, in replacement of the goods previously 
Imported but found defective or otherwise unfit for 
use or lost[damaged after import, provided that :

Undertakings) to the effect that goods previous¬ 
ly imported were actually received in defective 
condition and required replacement; 

fiii) evidence showing the period of guarantee given 
by the foreign manufacturers of consignors in 
the case of machines or parts thereof, where 
shipment takes plaee after the period of 24 
months stipulated in sub-clause (a) above;

OPEN GENERAL LICENCE NO. 15)82 
New Delhi, the 5th April, 1982 

S.O. 253(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by 
Section 3 of the Imports and Exports (Control) Act, 1947 
(18 of 1947), the Central Government hereby gives general 
permission to import into India from any country except the 
Union of South Africa/Soulh West Africa, goods of the des¬ 
cription specified in the Schedule annexed to this Order, 
subject to the following conditions :— 

(1) Except in the case of “Teaching Aids" covered by 
Serial No. 1, all other items covered by the Schedule 
Annexed to this Order, may be imported by any 
person, for stock and «»le purposes; 

(2) Ip the case of "Teaching Aids”, import will be allow¬ 
ed only by recognised educational, scientific, techni¬ 
cal and research institutions, libraries of such ins¬ 
titutions, Central or State Government Departments, 
industrial units engaged in research and Develop¬ 
ment work, registered medical institutions, hospitals, 
consultants, recognised chambers of Commerce, 
productivity councils, management Associations and 
professional bodies, for their own use ; 

(3) Tn the case of import of educational, scientific and 
technical books, the following conditions shall 
apply:— 

1 (a) Import will not be permitted by any one importer 
(including his branches) of more than 1000 copies 
of a single title during the licensing period with¬ 
out the prior wrilten clearance of the Ministry of 
Education and Social Welfare, New Delhi. This 
restriction will not, however, apply to the English 
language Books, Society titles and books under 
Ihe Joint Indo-Soviet Text Book Programme ; 

(b) Import of foreign edition of books for which 
editions of Indian reprints are available will not 
allowed ; 

(c) Import of only such navigational charts of Indian 
coastlines will be allowed as are specifically 
cleared by the Chief Hydrographer to the Govern¬ 
ment of India, Dehradun ; 

(d) Books, magazines and journals, containing prono- 
graphic materials or depecting sex, violence etc, 
will not be allowed to be imported.

concerned State Director of Animal HusbandaryJ 
Veterinary Services, regarding the essentiality of 
the material (description/quality/value) to the 
party concerned; 

(il) The imported material shall be subject to the 
“Actual User” condition at the hands of the poultry 
farm/hatchery concerned. 

(2) In the case of used /scrap rubber tyres tubes, im¬ 
port will be allowed only If each such tyre/tube 
has been subjected to at feast one cut before ship¬ 
ment from the exporting country or before clearance 
from the customs. The eligible importers for this 
item will be only Actual Users (Industrial > engaged 
in reclaiming rubber.

concerned, periodical returns Indicating the descrip¬ 
tion and the value of the Items imported under 
this licence. Those returns shall be furnished as 
on 30-9-1982 and 31-3-1983. Each such return 
shall be furnished within 15 days of the close of the 
period indicated. 

(11) The goods so imported have not been produced or 
manufactured in the Union of South Africa/South 
West Africa.. 

(12) Such goods are shipped on through consignment to 
India on or before 31st March, 1983, without any 
grace period, whatsoever. 

(13) This licence shall also be subject to the condition 
No. I in Schedule V to the Import (Control) Order, 
1955. 

(14) Nothing in this licence shril affect the application 

to anv goods, of any othe- prohibition or regula¬ 
tion affecting the import thereof, in force at the 
time when such goods are imported.

OPEN GENERAL LICENCE NO. 22182 
New Delhi, the 5th April, 1982 

S.O. 261(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by 
Section 3 of the imports and Exports (Control) Act, 1947 
(18 of 1947), lhe Centra) Government hereby gives general 
permission to import into India from any country except the 
Union of South Africa/South Weyt Africa, cement (including 
clinker), subject to the following conditions :— 

(1) The eligible importers will be the State Trading 
Corporation of India Ltd., New Delhi and public 
sector agencies of the State Governments/Union 
Territories in India. In each State/Union Terri¬ 
tory, only one public sector State agency will bo 
designated for the purpose by the State Government. 
The designated State agencies will Import under 
this Licence on the basis of authorisations issued 
in their favour by th c concerned State Government/ 
Union Terrilory Administration. Such authorisa¬ 
tion will not be required in the case of imports by 
State Trading Corporation of India Ltd,, New 
Delhi. 


(2) The State Trading Corporation of, India Ltd., New 
Delhi and thc authorised public sector State agencies 
eligible to import, will not be required to obtain 
foreign exchange for this purpose. They shall, 
however, send intimation about the imports made 
by them (both c.i.f, value and quantity) to the 
Cement Controller in the Ministry of Industry. New 
Delhi. 
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(3) The eligible importing agencies will import cement 
on account of Actual Users only. 

(,4) The goods so imported have not been produced or 
manufactured in the Union of South Africa/South 
West Africa. 

(5) Such goods are shipped on through consignment to 

India on or before 31st March, 1983, without any 
grace period, whatsoever ; 

(6) This licence shall also be subject to condition No. 1 

in Schedule V of the Imports (.Control) Order, 1955; 


(7) Nothing in this Licence shall affect the application 
to any goods, of any prohibition or regulation affect¬ 
ing the import thereof, in force, at the time when 
such goods are imported.
